st sage it correspond more accurately with the cemeteries which it is proposed to place under 
be 






3. We have introduced into the Act provisions to safeguard the legitimate interests 
of ,those persons other than Muhammadans who have hitherto buried their dead in Muham- 
madan ecefoterios, We learn that in some cemeteries a portion is set apart for the inter- 
ment of low-caste Hindoos: in other cemeteries Hindoos sometimes bury without appa- 
rentlg @hy right to do so in all parts of the cemetery, The Mubammadan Board will, we 
are of opinion, be fully justified in prohibiting this in future, but such portions of cemeteries 
as have been set apart for Hindoos ought, we think, to be reserved for their future use. 
We are informed by our colleague, Prince Furrokh Shah, that no Muhammadan Board 
would consent to undertake the superintendence of these portions. We bave therefore in 
section 6 provided for their exclusion from the jurisdiction of the Board, vesting the 
Executive Government with the power of defining what these portions are. One of the 
cemeteries enumerated in the Schedule, ie., No. 5, Chota Gobra Gorastan, we have altogether 
omitted, having ascertained that it was exclusively set apart for Hindoos. 

4, We think, however, that the opportunity ought not to be lost of making due provi- 
sion for the superintendence of the excluded portions, We have therefore arranged to place 
them under 2 Board consisting of the three officers enumerated in section 4, and to vest 
this Board with the same power of making rules for the regulation of interments in these 
portions’ ss the Muhammadan Board will have in the Mubammadan cemeteries. It is 
probable that the practical effect of this will be to bring these burying grounds under sub- . 
stantially the same Code of rules as the larger and more important Muhammadan cemeteries. 
‘We have also modified the title of the Bill so as to comprehend this object, ”

2. We haft amended the definition of a “Public Muhammadan burial ground” so as 
to make it correspond more sccurately with the cemeteries which it is proposed to place under 

be . 

8. We have introduced into the Act provisions to safeguard the legitimate interests 
of ,those persons other than Muhammadans who have hitherto buried their dead in Muham- 
madan eefoeterios, We learn that in some cemeteries a portion is set apart for the inter- 
ment of lowaaste Hindoos: in other cemeteries Hindoos sometimes bury without appa- 
rentlg @hy right to do so in all parts of the cemetery. The Muhammadan Board will, we 
are of opinion, be fully justified in prohibiting this in future, but such portions of cemeteries 
as have been set apart for Hindoos ought, we think, to be reserved for their future use- 
We are informed by our colleague, Prince Furrokh Shah, that no Muhammadan Board 
would consent to undertake the superintendence of these portions. We bave therefore in 
section 6 provided for their exclusion from the jurisdiction of the Board, vesting the 
Executive Government with the power of defining what these portions are. One of the 
cemeteries enumerated in the Schedule, ie., No. 5, Chota Gobra Gorastan, we have altogether 
omitted, having ascertained that it was exclusively set apart for Hindoos. 

4.’ We think, however, that the opportunity ought not to be lost of making due provi- 
sion for the superintendence of the excluded portions. Wo have therefore arranged to 
them undor a rd consisting of the three officers enumerated in section 4, and to vest 
this Board with the same power of making rules for the regulation of interments in these 
portions ss the Muhammadan Board will have in the Mubammadan cometeries. It is 
probable that the practical effect of this will be to bring these burying grounds under sub- . 
stantially the same Code of rules as the larger and more important Muhammadan cemeteries. 
‘We have also modified the title of the Bill so as to comprehend this object, *
